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NEW QUESTION IN THE BROKERAGE ISSUE. 

Local fire insurance agents are finding a 
new phase of the brokerage issue coming to the 
front, which particularly affecting the coun- 
try agent. 

We will present a sample case as an illus 
tration of this point. Up to a few months 
ago, E. O. Wood of Dekalb, Ill, and E. E 
Howard of Joliet, Ill., placed the line of the 
American Steel and Wire Nail Company. It 
then decided to place its line direct with the 
local agents. 

At Waukegan, Ill., it was decided that it 
was best for the Western Factory Insurance 
Association to place it with local agents 
rhe old rate was 50 cents, but with improve 
ments it was reduced to 35 cents 

When the new policies were placed, some 
agents did not have Factory Association com 
panies, and they were asked to cancel their 
policies. The agents that had canceled poli 
cies at once applied to Messrs. Wood and 
Howard for their share of the return com- 
mission. Of course, the companies looked 
direct to the local agents for return com- 
missions, not knowing the brokers in the 
case at all. The agents had been given 5 per 
cent for writing the business, and in this 
case, in some instances, the return commission 
amounted to more than the original 5 per 
cent. 

The brokers who lost the line naturally did 
not desire to stand any share of the return 
commission, and declined to accede to the 
demands of the agents. 

Other cases of this kind is ive come to light, 
and it is becoming one of the grave ques- 
tions in local agency circles. With the con- 
stant shifting of Knes, especially “‘trust’’ busi- 
ness, new hands come into control often. A 
local agent is placed in an embarrassing pre- 
dicament to know whether the broker will 


stand his share of the return commission if 


the policies are canceled. 

Most local agents now realize that they can- 
not force the placing of proyerty of non-resi- 
dents direct, and hence will have to take a 
commission from foreign brokers. At the 
same time, especially as it is a great accommo 
dation to brokers and companies to have local 
agents comply with this arrangement, some 
plan will have to be evolved to protect the 
resident agents in case of cancellation. 

Until some method is officially promulgated 
by the National Association of Local Agents, 
it will be well for all locals to have a con- 
tract drawn up and signed by the broker, 
obligating himself to share in paying return 
commissions, if such is required. 


LIEN SYSTEM IN LIFE INSURANCE. 


The lien system in life insurance is a live 
topic in underwriting circles. An amusing fea- 
ture of the subject is brought up in Editor 
Jackson of the “American Journal of Life In- 
surance,” running the deadly parallel on Edi- 
tor Hewitt of the “Insurance Post,” claiming 
that Hewitt dipped his pen in another man’s 
ink bottle. Now comes Hewitt. acknowledging 
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the corn, but stating he was imposed upon - 
a writer from whom he purchased an article 
} on the “Pernicious Lien System,” 
it to be original. Whether the caption is 
Hewitt’s “ownest own” or not, it does not 
matter. While it is a bit severe, vet there is 
much truth in it. 


believing 


The lien system is a favorite one with com 
panies changing from an assessment or stipu 
lated premium basis to the legal reserve plan 
It is probably the best manner for these asso 
ciations, and yet with it comes the natural 
speculation as to the longevity of these con 
cerns after they have put it into operation. 

It is very fair to presume that a standard old 
line company with a normal mortality record 
would not place very much business on its 
books on this plan. If much were to be gained 
by standard companies taking over the flotsam 
of decadent .concerns, they would do so, for 
the strife for new business is keen. That they 
do not do so, is an obvious indication that they 
see no on fit in the business, but on the other 
hand realize it will likely prove a loss to the 
company. 

If companies 
not shoulder waning concerns without being 
warped, how is it possible for those that are 
changing their own plan to carry the addi 
tional load and expect to prosper? 


operating on safe lines can 


The advocates of the lien system point with 
satisfaction to the fact that the lien is merely 
a loan, and that they are following a course 
which every company has adopted. They also 
assert that no security is so good as a corpora- 
tion’s own obligations. 

This is good logic when the conditions .are 
normal. If these moribund institutions had 
a normal loss ratio, and there had been no 
selection against the company, the business 
taken over would be safe. A company could 
probably assume the contract of another com- 
pany without a new medical examination, and 
realize excellent results. 

With a constant selection against the com 
pany, and with mostly impaired risks remain- 
ing, the mortality tables are thus thrown into 
confusion, and can not be relied upon. The 
rates on which the business is taken are to- 
tally inadequate to cope with the mortality. 
There is no recuperative power left in that 
class of business, and any great amount of it 
placed with the regular business of the com- 
pany, will be a decided detriment to the reg 
ular old policyholders. In a class by itself, the 
burden will be great. 

The policyholders that remain after such a 
transfer are mainly those that cannot pass a 
medical examination, for if a man is still 
insurable, it will pay him to go to another 
company, inasmuch as he can get the net 
amount after his lien is deducted, the actual 
sum his estate will receive, at a less figure in 
a standard company. 

The future of companies having a large 
amount of lien business on their books will 
certainly be watched with great interest.

“Nebraska City,” one of the hard- 
est propositions in the lot, fell to R. W. Hos- 
mer & Co., who have often been put to severe 
straits to keep the line fully covered in the 
crushes. Other agents would refuse to write 
and then solicit direct, by this method forcing 
a little direct business. In time a dozen or 
more agencies had some of the terminal busi- 
ness, with Hosmer and Rogers & Rollo lead- 
ing.

This association has assumed the task of organ- 
izing the agents of each county in Ohio into a 
local association for the purpose of putting into 
practice those rules w hich improve the business in 
which they are engaged. 

Through the efforts of the association there are 
now established nine local county associations in 
good working order, and the business of fire in- 
surance in those counties is in better condition 
than formerly, and the local organizations are 
accomplishing results so much desired. 

In addition to the nine local associations in good 
working orde. there are several organized which 
are not working as smoothly as they should, but 
in time it is expected that they will be in line. 
The loca) association features of our organization 
have demonstrated what can be done through such 
bodies to improve conditions, and it is the inten- 
tion to continue the plan and organize in each 
county in the State. 

It is very important that the ratings under the 
schedule system be furnished the agents in the 
territory where organization is perfected, as the 
agents are themselves alive to the importance of 
schedule rating, and are anxious that each city 
and town be rated under the bureau system as rap- 
idly as possible. The agents who become mem- 
bers of the local association express themselves 
as strongly in favor of maintaining the tariffs 
promulgated by the bureau, and one of the re- 
quirements by members is that the properties in 


every town be rated by the bureau at an early 
date. esas 
The association is in favor of schedule rating 


and believes that it will be the means of checking 
discrimination in prices. The association is de- 
yoting its energy to the work of organizing, and 
therefore believes that it is but just to the agents 
that tariffs be furnished for their guidance. 

It is hoped that you will use your influence with 
the Ohio Inspection Bureau to have the rates made 
and promulgated as rapidly as possible, in order 
that our efforts to better the condition may be suc- 
cessful. There are several counties organized 
waiting for ratings under the schedule system. 





*IRE MARSHAL HOLLENBECK ON OVERINSURANCE 

Fire Marshal S. D. Hollenbeck of Ohio said 
in an interview a few days ago that he had no 
desire to criticise the insurance companies, but 
that he had been handicapped in his work sev- 
eral times by a practice that some agents fol- 
of allowing an exorbitant amount of in- 
surance upon risks of doubtful moral hazard. 
It he thought, that the managers 
were deceived in regard to this matter, and that 
they would not accept the amounts in many 
cases, but it should be a rule among them: to 
employ no agents who would be willing to take 
chances of this kind. Under the present statutes 
he considers such business as placing a premium 
upon arson, and he believes that the number 
of fires will be great as long as this is allowed. 

As the companies are required to foot the 
bill in Ohio he believes that they should place 
this matter before their agents in such a light 
as to cause them to be cautious as to the moral 
as well as the physical hazard of their business. 
He has had several cases in which he found 
that overinsurance has been the inducement 
for the destruction of the property, and in some 
of them the agent was plainly at fault for al- 
lowing such a valuation to be placed upon the 
property.

Fire insurance are

contested Carnahan 
which has been in the courts for years, and 
was decided in the Ohio Supreme 
Court last week. The companies had about 
given up hope of winning, though it was felt 
that a stronger defense could hardly have 
been presented. 

The Carnahans of Findlay conducted a large 
retail store, stocked principally by the New 
York wholesale house of H. B. Claflin & Co. 
They were heavily in debt and their stock 
had been low when the fire occurred. It is 
claimed that there was only about $11,000 


case, 


worth of goods in the store, although the in- 
surance was about $70,000. The companies 
contested on the ground that the assured had 


the fire to realize on the insurance, and 
in the various trials presented a great mass 


of evidence tending to this conclusion. One 
of the Carnahans was seen to leave the build 
ing, under suspicious circumstances, on the 


night of the fire, and in the courtroom coal oil 
was shown to have saturated a piece of cloth 
ing found in the burned building 

The companies felt so sure that the fire had 
been set, that they all entered into an agree 
ment with each other to pro-rate the expens¢ 
of the defense and share in the proceeds. Any 
company withdrawing from the agreement 
was to give a certain term notice, and pay its 
share of the expense incurred up to the tim« 
it withdrew. When the reached the 
Ohio Supreme Court it was decided not to 
accept the verdict in the first suit as final, 
providing it went against the companies, but 
to make the assured bring a separate suit 
upon each policy. This would prolong the 
time of payment of the last policy indefinitely 
and put the assured to almost as great expense 
as the insurance amounted to. In the mean- 
time the Carnahans practically dropped out 
of the and the 


cases 


case real plaintiffs were their 


creditors, the Claflin Company. 
As case after case was decided against the 
companies, some of the remaining defendants 


became discouraged and favored settlement 
or compromise. Finally, before the last case 
came up, a change in attorneys was made 
and counsel for both sides agreed that the 
decision in this case would be considered 
final. An especially strong argument was 
presented, and the result was a victory. It 
was a very dearly-bought one, however, as 


the assessments for expenses in all the cases 
amounted to practically 75 per cent of the face 
of the policies. One company’s assessments 
on a $1,250 policy were $950, and as the com 


panies that have already been forced 


to pay 
will probably be unable to recover, it is un 
derstood they will receive their share of the 
amount saved, pro-rata with the rest 
Some time ago one of the Carnahans, the 
one who was charged with setting the fire. 
dropped dead, and this relieved the case of 
any criminal aspect in case the companies 
won. The Carnahan case was known far and 
near, and company managers have at times 
been very indignant at what they considered 
scant courtesy shown by jury and judges to 
what they believed to be indisputable evi 
dence. It is understocd that this settles the 
case and that the claimants will push it no 
further, but if they do, their chance for ul 
timately winning will be small.

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this year passed the fire marshal law, a very 
good measure, that protects the public inter- 
ests just as much as those of the insurance 
companies, but the entire expense of conduct- 
ing this, however, is charged, as usual, to the 
insurance companies, in the form of a tax on 
their receipts. 

“Section 3643, known as the Howland law, 
is responsible to a great extent for the large 
increase in the loss ratio in this State, by 
reason of offering a premium on incendiarism, 
and the encouragement of fraudulent claims, 
and it has been very properly denounced by 
most of the superintendents of insurance of this 
State, as well as of other States. 

“The great Chicago fire is generally con- 
ceded to have been caused by an incendiary fire 
in a stable, and there is not a day passes 
but that every town or city in the State of 
Ohio is in danger of incurring a_ similar 
fate, under the Howland law, which offers 
special inducements to dishonest parties to 
burn their property, in order to recover from 
the insurance companies an amount in excess 
of the value of the property destroyed. 

“There is no such law extant in any coun- 
try, with the exception of the United States, 
but, on the contrary, in all the civilized coun- 
tries in Europe the public are held to a strict 
accountability where a fire occurs, and a man 
is responsible to his neighbors for any damage 
that might accrue to them, should it be shown 
that the fire was caused even by negligence on 
his part, to say nothing of suspected incendiar- 
ism. The countries of older civilization do not 
desire to encourage fires, but prefer to enact 
laws to prevent them—hence the low cost of 
insurance to the public in these countries 

“The Ohio statutes refer to insurance 
panies as ‘corporations for profit.’ The loss 
ratio for the last few years in this State in- 
dicates that they have proved a dismal failure 
as such, and, for this fact, many thanks are 
due to the public and their representatives in 
Columbus, who now desire to change the in- 
surance companies into charitable institutions, 
of which the public will have the benefit, with- 
out cost, and with special wards for the ac 
commodation and comforts of incendiaries.’

Undoubtedly in the regular course of busi- 
ness there is a tendency toward separation 


which is but natural, as it would hardly be 
expected that an agent representing all union 
or all non-union companies would take in 
one of different creed than those he had, and 
with the companies, it is doubtful if one could 
find a representative union company that 
would go in a mixed agency. 

An agent, too, in making any change, if 
“mixed,” is sure to have an eye out, and has 
had from the start, to work along and eventu 
ally become union or non-union. It really 
narrows down to the vital point of dollars and 
cents and agents will rule do what is 
best for their own pockets, as is often found 
an agent firmly believing in union principles 
will represent non-union companies and 
versa 

A number of companies make no secret of 
forcing the issue, but it is generally found 
where a company has a nice business in a 
mixed agency, it would be loth to disturb it 
Some agents acted at once when the question 
was brought up believing if they did not 
do it of their own accord it Would be forced on 
them a little later and they wanted to have it 


as a 


vice 


settled. Others took the view of “do as 
you would be done by” and decided to wait 
and let the companies “call,” working on the 


principle that a 15 per cent company gets 15 
per cent business, and the one that didn’t like 
it could get out. 

It is a no small number of agents that pro 
fess to be getting graded commissions from 
their union companies while maintaining a 
mixed agency, and, of course, they have no 
cause to complain. 

Some few divide their business exactly as be- 
fore, making no discrimination, believing that 
it is better to take a little less money and keep 
all satisfied than to give their 15 per cent 
companies that class of business and cause 
dissatisfaction, or to resign one or the other 
and run chances-of losing considerable in 
the transfer, to say nothing of the trouble and 
annoyance of explaining to the assured. 

At any rate, the special agents seem to be 
satisfied with the course affairs have taken, 
which is good evidence that the companies are 
satisfied, although it is plain that Michigan 
agents did not take to separation as readily and

WILL PUSH $25 LICENSE MEASURE. 


Local Agents of Illinois Will Have a Bill Intro- 
duced in the Next Legislature—Its 
Main Provisions. 


The Illinois Association of Local Agents will 
become sponsor for two important measures in 
the forthcoming legislature, or both plans 
may be embodied in the same bill. 

These are the state fire marshal bill and the 


twenty-five dollar local agents’ license bill 
Chairman Charles P. Whitney of the organiza 
tion committee of the state association is one of 
the foremost champions of the fire marshal 
bill, and is making extensive investigations re 
garding it. 

The local agents’ license bill will provide for 
the repeal of agency certificates for which the 
companies pay two dollars each, and require 
each agency to pay a license of twenty-five dol- 
lars. A section will make it incumbent for 
the agent to file a sworn affidavit that the 
companies have not paid this license in any 
way. 

It is also stated that a provision will be in 
serted to require every agent securing a license 
to file a bond of $500 that he will observe the 
conditions of the law. 

The object of this bill is apparent. It will 
tend to drive out the side issue agents. for 
a man will not pay twenty-five dollars unless 
his business will warrant it. There are scores 
of agents in the State who do not collect much 
more than twenty-five dollars in premiums each 
year, if they do that. 

The Local Agents Association believes that 
the side issue agent, not knowing or caring 
much for the business, is the main demoralizer. 
He takes business from the agent that is 
ing the calling his time and attention. 

While a number of companies will bitterly 
oppose this bill, yet from the tendency of ! 
sentiment, it seems as if it is only a matter 
of time until such bills are passed. Last year 
a similar bill was introduced in the Ohio legis- 
lature and warmly advocated by the Ohio Local 
Agents Association. It was defeated, the Home 
and 7Etna coming out flatly against it.

There may be an effort in Illinois to combine 
the fire marshal and license bills, so that reve- 
nue from the latter can defray the expenses of 
the former. In Ohio, the insurance companies 
are taxed 4 per cent in order to get funds to 
meet the fire marshal bureau outlay. This is 
regarded as most unjust, and yet it seemed the 
only way that the bill could be passed. 

The requiring of a bond from local agents 
securing a license is rather a new one.

TO ELIMINATE THE UNDESIRABLE SOLICITOR 

Considerable interest manifested the 
western cities in the proposed bureau of in- 
formation for the guidance of general agents, 
as outlined by President Register of the Na 
tional association, but the opinion is almost 
universal that it should not be undertaken by 
the agents’ association. 

General agents are in favor of an organiza- 
tion among general agents only, or else a priv- 
ate agreement to exchange information, prefer- 
ably the latter. Some doubts are expressed as 
to the legality of an organization to maintain 
what would be in effect a black list. The plan 
most in favor is to have a “searcher” that 
could be sent to the former employers of an 
applicant for a position and have the general 
agents agree to give all the information in 
their possession concerning him. One objection 


is in 
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to this plan is that the applicant, in giving h 
list of former employers, might omit the nan 
of a general agent who would be apt to gi\ 
information to his disadvantage, but this cou 
be provided for by including in the “‘searche: 
the date of employment and date of discharg 
Discrepancies could thus be detected and 
explanation asked. 

One proposition is to send a “searcher’ 
every general agent in the city, asking if 
ever employed the applicant and what he kno 
about him, but this plan would probably p 
too cumbersome and fall into disuse. 

One general agent was very outspoken 
declared that general agents would not ma 
use of the information obtained. He said th 
there is a kindly feeling among general agent 
now and that any information desired can 
obtained without any formal agreement, | 
the fact is if a man is a producer a gener 
agent will take his chances on him, no matt 
what his record may be. He said that if 
company was willing to go slow and build up 
a good business with first-class men, 
sults could be obtained.
